NEW"  ENGLAND  CONFERENCE. 


The  New  England  Annual  Conference  of  the  M.  E.  Church  held  its 
sixty-third  session  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Westfield,  Mass., 
according  to  appointment,  beginning  on  Wednesday  morning,  April  2, 
1862,  at  9  o'clock.  The  religious  services  were  opened  with  the  reading  of 
the  Scriptures  by  the  Rev.  Bishop  Janes,  who  presided  at  the  Conference, 
and  the  singing  of  a  hymn  ;  after  which  Rev.  Chas.  Baker  offered  prayer. 

The  Holy  Sacrament  was  then  administered  to  the  members  of  the  Con- 
ference, a  large  number  of  whom  were  present,  and  also  to  the  members  of 
the  church  who  were  in  attendance. 

The  roll  of  the  Conference  was  called  by  the  Secretary  of  the  previous 
year,  when  it  was  found  that  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  preachers  con- 
nected with  the  body  were  preeent. 

The  Conference  was  organized  by  the  nomination  and  re-election  of 
Edward  A.  Manning  as  Secretary,  and  Oliver  S.  Howe  Assistant 
Secretary. 

The .  various  items  of  business  devolving  upon  the  Conference  were 
attended  to  with  an  unusual  degree  of  promptness,  the  session  being 
brought  to  a  close,  by  the  reading  of  the  appointments  by  the  Bishop,  at 
o'clock  Tuesday  morning,  April  8.

appropriated  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  Trustees.

SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 
1.  statistics. 
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2.  resolves. 

1st.  Resolved,  That  we  regard  the  Sunday  School  with  increasing  inter- 
est, and  that  we  will  give  our  constant  aid  to  make  it  effective  in  spreading 
the  knowledge  of  the  Bible,  and  in  winning  souls  to  Christ. 

2d.  Resolved,  That  we  deem  the  establishment  of  mission  schools,  in 
neglected  localities,  wherever  practicable,  a  matter  of  great  importance, 
and  that  it  deserves  the  prompt  attention  of  the  members  of  this  Confer- 
ence, and  especially  of  the  Presiding  Elders. 

3d.  Resolved,  That  we  renewedly  commend  to  all  our  schools  the  publi- 
cations of  our  S.  S.  Union,  —  believing  them  to  be,  in  their  moral  and  re- 
ligious tendencies  and  literary  merits,  and  in  the  beauty  and  cheapness  of 
their  publication,  unsurpassed  by  the  Sunday-school  publications  of  any 
association  or  religious  denomination  in  the  country. 
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AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY. 

The  American  Bible  Society,  as  the  practical  representative  of  Protes- 
tant Christianity,  is  altogether  worthy  of  our  continued  confidence  and  co- 
operation. With  its  enterprises  and  successes  we  feel  that  our  interests  are 
identified.  We  greatly  rejoice  in  its  extraordinary  operations  of  the  past 
year,  during  which  it  has  issued  upward  of  one  million  copies  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  thus  exceeding  by  three  hundred  thousand  volumes  the  issues  of 
any  previous  year.  Over  four  hundred  thousand  copies  have  been  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  soldiers  now  in  arms  for  the  defence  of  our  government. 
The  grant  by  the  Society  of  nine  thousand  six  hundred  dollars  to  the  Mis- 
sions of  the  M.  E.  Church,  and  the  equally  liberal  grants  to  other  Mission- 
ary Boards,  illustrate  the  generous  and  catholic  character  of  the  National 
Society,  and  fairly  entitle  it  to  our  hearty  support. 

The  collections  from  the  N.  E.  Conference  for  this  cause  for  the  past  year 
amount  to  $  322  58.  We  regret  that  the  contributions  are  no  larger;  but 
still  we  are  determined  to  do  what  we  can  for  the  Society,  until  every  fam- 
ily on  the  globe  shall  possess  a  copy  of  the  Word  of  God. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  following  resolutions,  to  be  adopted  by 
the  Conference:  — 

1.  Resolved^  That,  in  view  of  the  wants  of  our  country  and  of  the  world, 
and  of  the  priceless  value  of  the  Bible  to  men,  for  time  and  for  eternity, 
we  will  renew  our  efforts  to  secure  a  liberal  annual  collection  from  each  of 
our  charges  for  the  American  Bible  Society. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  will  cordially  welcome  to  our  charges  the  accred- 
ited Agents  of  the  Society,  and  will  render  them  the  most  eflicient  aid 
in  our  power,  in  presenting  the  grand  enterprises  of  the  American  Bible 
Society  to  our  people,  and  in  securing  funds  for  its  holy  objects. 


TRACT  SOCIETY. 

We  regard  the  Tract  Society  —  now  placed  upon  a  permanent  basis  — 
as  a  valuable  agency  in  the  hands  of  a  consecrated  church  for  the  dis- 
semination of  the  great  truths  of  religion ;  and  we  have  abundant  evi- 
dence that  during  the  past  year  it  has  accomplished  a  noble  work, 
especially  for  the  army,  where  its  publications  have  been  received  and 
read  with  much  eagerness. 

The  call  for  special  effort  in  this  direction,  to  our  minds,  is  beyond  all 
question  providential;  and  your  Committee  are  therefore  disposed  to  em- 
phasize the  importance  of  having  the  IVact  Society  Collection  taken  the 
coming  year  in  all  our  charges,  and  as  early  in  the  year  as  is  deemed 
practicable. 

Instead  of  $  4,000,  from  the  entire  church,  let  at  least  $  10,000  be  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Society  the  present  year,  which  can  be  done  if  our 
members  on  an  average  will  contribute  one  cent  each.  Then,  instead  of  dis- 
tributing to  the  army  five  thousand  copies  of  the  "  Good  News  "  per  month, 
ten  times  that  number  can  be  regularly  sent,  so  as  to  supply  every  regiment 
in  the  field. 
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Our  congreg-ations  will  respond  liberally,  if  tlie  claims  of  this  Society  are. 
presented  to  them.  Every  neighborhood  is  interested  in  the  morals  of 
our  army.  Husbands,  sons  and  brothers,  removed  from  the  restraining 
and  elevating  influences  of  home,  are  exposed  to  powerful  temptations. 
Unless  they  are  furnished  with  tracts,  papers,  and  books  which  will  at 
once  interest,  instruct,  and  restrain,  thousands  of  them  will  be  ruined  by 
card-playing  and  gambling  in  hours  of  comparative  and  enforced  idleness. 

Our  Tract  Society  sends  forth  interesting,  soul-saving  literature.  Let  the 
lovers  of  Jesus  furnish  ample  means  to  enable  it  to  meet  the  extra  demand 
for  its  publications. 


TEMPEEANCE. 

While,  as  a  Conference,  we  have  given  expression,  from  year  to  year,  to 
the  regard  in  which  the  cause  of  Temperance  is  held  among  us,  we  recog- 
nize the  present  as  a  time  in  which,  beyond  any  previous  period,  serious 
consideration  should  be  given  to  several  aspects  thereof. 

The  war  which  is  now  devastating  our  land,  and  calling  thousands  of  our 
young  men  to  the  service  of  our  country,  is  in  itself  a  fearful  source  of  the 
increase  of  intemperance.  And  when  these  —  soldiers  and  officers  —  shall 
have  returned  home  (so  far  as  permitted),  and  the  excitements  of  the  battle- 
field have  died  away,  there  will  be  strong  temptations  for  the  excitement  of 
the  social  glass,  if  the  habit  of  intemperance  be  not  already  induced. 

In  looking  upon  events  transpiring  at  home,  we  think  we  perceive  an  in- 
sidious working  to  corrupt,  undermine,  and  pervert  agencies  upon  which  our 
hopes  might  otherwise  rest  as  efficient  working  forces,  to  receive  and  save 
from  such  temptations  and  habits.  It  is  a  serious  reflection  that  social  dan- 
cing, as  fostered  by  Union  festivals  for  army  purposes,  and,  occasionally,  by 
temperance  associations,  may  lead  to  promiscuous  assemblages  elsewhere, 
and  to  midnight  revelries  and  inebriation. 

The  traffic  in  intoxicating  drinks  as  a  beverage  is  continued  in  some  of 
our  cities  and  large  towns,  in  despite  of  legal  means  provided  for  its  entire 
suppression.  Yet  in  other  places  a  noble  stand  has  been  made,  and  in  some 
rural  communities  law  is  supreme ;  and  it  becomes  the  imperative  duty  of 
Christian  ministers  and  people  to  press  the  exterminating  war  against  l  um- 
selling,  until,  everywhere,  this  great  crime  against  humanity  ceases. 

We  recommend,  for  adoption  by  the  Conference,  the  following :  — 

1.  Resolved^  That,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  three  thousand  persons  are 
engaged  in  the  illegal  traffic  in  intoxicating  drinks  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
holding  the  balance  of  power  in  the  election  of  mayor,  and  precluding 
the  appointment  of  men  to  office  who  will  enforce  the  law  upon  them,  we 
favor  the  appointment  of  a  metropolitan  police  by  the  State  authorities. 

2.  Resolved,  That,  recognizing  our  duty  to  co-operate  with  others  in  con- 
sistent and  judicious  measures  for  promoting  temperance,  we  protest  against 
the  social  dance,  as  obliging  Christians  to  withdraw  their  suj)port  from  all 
associations  in  which  it  is  introduced. 
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3.  TiesoJvcfJ,  That  all  federal  and  state  officers,  civil  and  military,  who 
actively  labor  to  sup])ress  intemperance  in  the  navy  and  army  by  prohibi- 
tion, and  who  add  the  force  of  their  personal  exam})le  of  abstinence,  are  en- 
titled to  the  commendation  of  the  friends  of  humanity  and  virtue. 


OBSERVANCE  OF  THE  SABBATH. 

The  Sabbath  was  instituted  in  the  time  of  man's  innocence,  and  the  wis- 
dom and  goodness  of  God  in  its  institution  are  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  all 
efforts  to  inculcate  or  preserve  good  morals,  or  lead  men  to  the  practice  of 
virtue  and  holiness,  have  proved  comparatively  fruitless  where  this  day  has 
been  disregarded.  And  as  it  was  regarded  by  the  great  Creator  himself, 
and  honored  by  Christ  and  his  Apostles,  we,  as  Christian  ministers,  feel  that 
its  more  careful  observance  is  essential  to  the  success  of  all  moral  and  reli- 
gious teaching,  and  the  more  rapid  spread  of  gospel  truth  throughout  the 
world.  Therefore, 

1.  Resolved,  That,  in  view  of  the  increasing  anti-Sabbath  tendencies  of 
our  times,  we  regard  it  as  one  of  the  most  important  duties  of  the  pulpit  to 
present,  fully  and  frequently,  the  nature,  duties,  and  obligations  of  this  holy 
day. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  deem  it  of  the  utmost  importance  that  a  Sabbath- 
keeping  conscience  should  be  early  formed  in  the  minds  of  our  children  and 
}-outli ;  and  to  this  end  we  earnestly  invoke  the  prayerful  and  persistent 
efforts  of  i^astors  and  parents,  and  of  teachers  in  our  Sabbath  schools. 

3.  Resolved,  That,  while  we  regret  the  presumptuous  and  unchristian 
course  of  some  of  the  leaders  of  our  armies  in  engaging  in  battle  unneces- 
sarily on  the  Sabbath,  we  commend  the  Christian  patriotism  of  General 
McClellan,  Commodore  Foote,  and  others,  in  forbidding  all  unnecessary  vio- 
lations of  this  holy  day. 


EDUCATION. 

In  reviewing  the  condition  of  the  literary  institutions  under  the  patronage 
of  the  New  England  Conference,  we  have  been  deeply  impressed  with  their 
value  as  auxiliaries  in  the  great  work  of  the  Christian  ministry.  We  have 
been  led  to  admire  the  sagacity  of  our  denominational  fathers,  in  their  per- 
ception of  the  importance  of  literary  culture  to  the  future  success  of  that 
vigorous  system  of  evangelization  which  they  inaugurated  in  a  past  genera- 
tion, and  which  is  still  blessing  our  land  with  its  beneficial  influences.  We 
acknowledge  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  continued  smiles  of  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church  on  this  department  of  Christian  labor  during  the  past 
thirty-five  years,  enabling  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  to  found,  and  to 
carry  into  successful  operation,  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  seminaries 
of  learning,  scattered  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  and  entitling  it  to  the 
enviable  rank  of  the  leading  educational  agency  in  America.  This  advanced 
position  of  our  church,  now  conceded  by  eminent  authoi'ities,  is  highly  grati- 
fying to  us  at  tiie  present  time,  when  our  natif)n  is  convulsed  with  an  atroc  ious 
rebellion,  —  the  acknowledged  offspring  of  the  appalling  ignorance  and  hid- 
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eous  barbarism,  into  which   vast  masses  of  the  American  people  have 
sunken,  till  at  length  they  are  literally  perishing  through  lack  of  knowledge. 
We  rejoice  in  the  reflection  that  our  own  church  has  nobly  striven  to  throw 
around  the  free  institutions  of  our  Republic  the  safeguard  of  intelligence 
universally  diffused.  Since  it  has  become  evident  that  our  national  salvation 
depends  ultimately  as  much  upon  the  triumph  of  intelligence  over  ignorance, 
as.  upon  the  .defeat  of  treason  with  the  bayonet,  we  deem  it  a  cause  of 
gratulation  that  our  church  has,  in  her  literary  institutions,  so  many  well- 
supplied  arsenals,  for  Christian  bloodless  warfare,  in  behalf  of  Christian  civ- 
ilization in  America.    In  the  light  of  recent  events,  we  clearly  see,  that,  for 
the  permanent  deliverance  of  our  country  from  its  impending  perils,  the 
Christian  educator  must  closely  tread  in  the  footsteps  of  the  victorious 
soldier.    Already  are  we  called  upon  to  furnish  teachers  to  thousands  of  our 
brethren  and  sisters  in  Christ  in  our  own  land,  hitherto  more  inaccessible  to 
the  instructions  of  the  M.  E.  Church  than  the  tramplers  of  the  cross  in  the 
heart  of  Japan ;  and  there  are  cheering  indications  that  very  soon,  in  the 
bosom  of  America,  Ethiopia  will  stretch  out  her  millions  of  unshackled 
hands  to  us,  beseeching  us  to  open  to  their  famished  souls  the  gates  of  knowl- 
edge.   It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  our  statesmen  will  rely  on  the  M.  E. 
Church  for  the  accomplishment  of  a  large  share  of  this  work  of  patriotism 
and  Christian  philanthropy.  To  meet  this  expectation,  existing  institutions  of 
learning  must  be  liberally  endowed,  and  others  must  be  established  in  destitute 
sections,  and  our  youth,  of  every  nationality  and  color,  must  be  stimulated  and 
assisted  to  improve  these  means  for  intellectual  and  moral  culture.  In  the  pres- 
ent state  of  society  our  literary  institutions  cannot  be  self-supporting.  They 
must  lean  on  the  church,  or  on  the  generosity  of  the  public,  or  they  must  fall. 
Our  strictly  religious  charities,  such  as  the  Missionary  and  the  Bible  Societies, 
are  of  such  a  character  that  an  annual  appeal  can  be  confidently  made  in 
their  behalf,  and  a  perennial  stream  of  benevolence  be  made  to  flow  forth 
from  many  fountains,  quickening  these  great  enterprises,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  furnishing  occasion  for  the  constant  exercise  of  the  benevolent  affec- 
tions of  our  people.    But  we  cannot  so  profitably  make  reiterated  appeals 
in  behalf  of  our  academies  and  colleges.    Hence  the  importance  of  secur- 
ing from  the  living,  generous  gifts,  and  from  the  dying,  liberal  bequests  to 
our  denominational  schools.    We  would  impress  upon  our  ministerial  breth- 
ren the  duty  of  exercising  the  influence  of  their  high  office  to  secute  from 
our  brethren  and  sisters  these  donations  and  legacies  before  they  resign  their 
stewardship  of  the  Lord's  goods  into  other,  and  perhaps  prodigal,  hands. 

The  Biblical  Institute  is  still  fulfilling  its  high  mission  in  affording 
theological  instruction  to  candidates  for  the  gospel  ministry.  This  institu- 
tion, with  our  other  schools,  feels  the  evil  effects  of  the  war  more  in  the 
diminution  of  its  income  than  in  the  decrease  of  its  students.  The  past  year 
has  been  one  of  prosperity ;  and  the  average  attendance  has  been  quite  as 
good  as  in  any  preceding  year.  The  whole  number  in  the  classes  is  sixty- 
six.    The  missionary  spirit  is  kept  alive  ;  and  a  valuable  manual  of  the 
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Chinese  spoken  language  has  been  prepared  and  published  by  the  Missionary 
Association,  to  aid  newly-appointed  missionaries  in  the  study  of  that  diflicult 
tongue.  The  long-cherished  plans  for  the  liberal  endowment  of  the  Insti- 
tute have  thus  far  been  providentially  frustrated ;  but  we  hope  that  these 
plans  Avill,  before  many  years,  be  successfully  executed.  The  income  is  inad- 
equate to  meet  the  annual  expenditures  for  instruction.  The  present  in- 
debtedness of  the  treasury  to  the  three  professors,  for  arrearages  of  salaries,  is 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars  to  each.  These  brethren,  who  are  faithfully 
doing  the  work  of  the  church,  should  be  speedily  relieved  of  their  financial 
embarrassments  by  the  Conferences  which  have  called  them  to  this  field  of 
labor,  and  have  given  them  pledges  to  afford  them  a  competent  support. 
The  annual  amount  pledged  by  this  Conference  is  $750. 

The  Wesleyan  Academy  we  rejoice  to  see  emerging  from  its  succes- 
sion of  disasters,  strengthened  by  its  struggles  with  adversities,  and  pre- 
pared for  a  wider  sphere  of  usefulness.  By  the  perseverance  of  the  Principal, 
the  generous  aid  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  more  bountiful  donations  of 
a  few  magnanimous  laymen,  a  second  magnificent  boarding-house  has  arisen 
from  the  ashes,  affording  facilities  unrivalled  for  elegance,  comfort,  and 
cheapness  by  any  similar  institution  on  the  American  continent.  The 
Board  of  Instruction  is  filled  with  strong,  earnest,  and  experienced  teachers 
devoting  the  energies  of  their  manhood  to  the  work  of  instruction.  We 
find  in  the  management  of  this  Academy  an  unaccountable  modesty  in  ad- 
vertising, through  the  agency  of  the  press,  the  superb  accommodations  of  its 
palatial  buildings  and  the  superiority  of  its  Faculty  of  Instruction.  The 
youth,  who  are  drawn  away  to  advertising  institutions,  having  far  inferior 
advantages,  are,  in  a  sense,  wronged  by  this  omission  on  the  part  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Wesleyan.  Academy  to  blazon  abroad  the  excellences  of  this 
oldest  and  best-appointed  Methodist  Seminary.  We  advise  all  our  preachers 
to  visit  this  institution  as  soon  as  possible,  and,  by  personal  inspection,  to 
prepare  themselves  to  publish,  with  tongues  and  pen,  its  superior  merits. 

The  Wesleyan  University  is,  in  some  respects,  enjoying  unusual  pros- 
perity. The  last  class,  numbering  fifty-four,  is  the  largest  that  ever  en- 
tered the  University.  Under  its  present. efficient  President,  we  believe  this 
institution  to  be  accomplishing  all  that  is  possible  for  the  qualification  of  the 
young  men  of  our  church  for  an  honorable  and  useful  career.  Of  the  whole 
number  of  students,  —  one  hundred  and  fifty-two,  —  one  hundred  and  seven- 
teen are  professedly  pious,  and  forty-six  are  licensed  preachers.  Several 
others  intend  to  devote  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  ministry.  Notwith- 
standing the  excitements  of  the  times,  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  good 
order  and  uninterrupted  attention  to  college  exercises.  Several  graduates  of 
the  last  year,  and  several  members  of  the  undergraduate  classes,  are  in  the 
army.  One  company  of  volunteers  was  originated  by  the  students  of  the 
University,  and  wears  its  name.    The  war  has  severely  injured  the  financial 
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basis  of  the  University,  by  causing  the  bankruptcy  of  many  subscribers  to 
its  funds  in  our  commercial  cities.  When  peace  and  prosperity  shall  return, 
the  church  must  respond  to  the  call  to  repair  these  wastes  of  war. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tions :  — 

■  1.  Resolved^  That  we  will  put  forth  our  best  efforts  to  raise  for  the  Biblical 
Institute,  the  coming  year,  the  sum  of  $750,  to  be  apportioned  to  the  Dis- 
tricts, as  in  the  last  year's  Minutes. 

2.  Resolved^  That  we  earnestly  recommend  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Wesleyan  Academy,  the  W  esleyan  University,  and  the  Biblical  Institute,  to 
adopt  the  rule  of  limiting  the  terms  of  trusteeships  to  five  years. 

3.  Resolved^  That  we  will  use  our  influence,  in  our  churches,  to  secure  a 
more  general  observance  of  the  concert  of  prayer  for  colleges,  on  the  last 
Thursday  of  February.

SLAVERY. 

After  thirty  years  of  exciting  but  healthful  agitation  of  the  subject  of 
slavery,  the  present  aspects  of  our  cause  furnish  abundant  motive  for 
devout  thanksgiving  to  God.  The  two  antagonistic  tendencies  of  puljlic 
sentiment,  existing  and  increasing  in  the  nation  for  so  many  years,  have  at 
length  reached  their  legitimate  crisis  of  mutual  and  final  conflict,  of  which 
the  issue  cannot  be  doubtful.  The  scorpion  so  madly  inflicting  its  venom 
on  the  country,  bafiled  in  its  malign  effort,  is  now  stinging  itself  to  death. 
By  its  own  diabolical  act  it  has  been  placed  in  a  position  where  it  can  claim 
no  constitutional  protection,  and  where  there  is  no  prudential  motive  for  its 
fetention  ;  and  the  voice  of  the  people,  which  evidently  coincides  with  the 
voice  of  God,  says,  Let  it  perish. 

In  the  church  the  progress  of  the  anti-siavery  sentiment  has  been  equally 
gratifying.  Instead  of  a  contemned  and  meagre  minority  which  regarded 
slavery  as  a  sin,  a  great  majority  of  the  representative  assembly  of  the 
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church,  register  their  solemn  verdict  of  its  criminal  character,  and  demand 
that  it  shall  cease,  not  only  in  the  ministry,  but  in  the  whole  membership ; 
while  the  once  powerful  majority  which  would  tolerate  the  evil  for  the  sake 
of  peace,  now  occupy  the  position  of  a  fraction  whose  efforts  tend  to  dis- 
turbance, disloyalty  and  disruption. 

We  exult  in  the  present  prominent  facts,  —  that  the  partisan  ties  which 
have  bound  many  of  our  fellow-citizens  in  the  interest  of  human  slavery 
have  been  broken ;  that  the  govermnent  of  the  nation  is  so  largely  in  the 
interest  of  human  freedom that  multitudes  of  personal  chattels  are  becom- 
ing personal  freemen  by  the  march  of  our  armies  ^  that  the  President  is 
disposed  to  use  his  official  power  to  limit  the  operation  of  slavery,  and  to 
recommend  to  Congress  acticJn  encouraging  emancipation  by  the  States; 
that  Congress  so  eagerly  seconds  the  recommendation  of  the  President, 
and  especially  that  the  national  Senate  has  done  itself  the  tardy  honor  of 
requiring  the  abolition  of  slavery  in  the  Federal  District. 

We  also  rejoice  that  not  only  may  our  ministers  throughout  the  Free 
States  freely  declare  the  sentiments  of  the  Bible  on  this  as  on  other  sins, 
but  that  it  becomes  more  and  more  evident  that  the  whole  truth  of  Christ's 
gospel  may  be  preached  everywhere  in  our  land  and  to  everybody ;  and, 
finally,  that  our  own  Zion,  by  the  voice  of  her  legislation,  her  press  and  her 
ministry,  declares  that  she  will  no  longer  tolerate  this  evil  among  us. 

But  while  there  is  so  much  cause* for  gratulation,  we  must  remember  that 
there  is  yet  occasion  for  prayerful  anxiety,  and  that  there  are  many  solemn 
duties  incumbent  on  us.  As  chief  among  these /we  recognize  the  missionary 
fields  now  opening  in  the  Southern  States,  where  "  another  gospel,  which  is 
yet  not  another,"  that  puts  darkness  for  light,  slavery  for  liberty,  has 
occupied  the  ground.  It  has  organized  churches,  assumed  the  forms  of 
religion,  and,  in  its  blasphemous  pretensions,  has  opposed  and  exalted  itself 
above  all  that  is  called  God  or  that  is  worshipped.  These  haughty  seats  of 
Satan  are  falling  before  the  cannon  and  bayonet,  the  instruments  of  the 
justice  of  God.  The  land  they  have  tyrannized  over,  and  into  which  they 
have  forbidden,  under  penalty  of  death,  any  preacher  of  righteousness  to 
intrude,  is  at  length  open  to  the  true  church.  Therefore, 

Resolved^  That  we  respectfully  and  urgently  request  the  Missionary 
Board  and  our  general  superintendents  to  follow  the  army  of  the  Union  in 
its  triumphant  march  with  the  institutions,  the  discipline  and  the  ministry 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  ;  and  we  gratefully  recognize,  in  the 
surplus  of  preachers  in  nearly  all  of  our  Atlantic  Conferences,  the  material 
provitled  by  the  Head  of  the  Church  for  our  right  and  perpetual  re-occupa- 
tion of  the  territory  which  was  wrested  from  us  in  the  great  secession  of 
1844. 

Resolved^  That  our  duty  to  those  who  escai^e  from  slavery,  in  connection 
with  the  march  of  our  troops,  is  essentially  the  same  as  towards  God's  poor 
of  every  class:  to  welcome  them  cordially  to  the  blessings  of  liberty ;  to  pro- 
tect them  in  its  fullest  enjoyment,  and  to  extend  to  them  all  the  advantages 
which  our  country  affords  to  honorable  industry  and  a  Christian  education. 

Resolved,  That  we  deprecate  the  unchristian  spirit  of  caste  so  prevalent 
throughout  the    Nortli,  and  even  among  many  profijssed  anti-slavery 
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men,  witli  respect  to  the  people  of  color ;  and  we  can  never  regard  our 
reformatory  work  accomplished  till  they  enjoy  equal  rights  and  privileges 
with  other  classes. 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  approve  of  the  general  tone  of  our  church 
journals,  and  especially  of  the  CJnistian  Advocate  at  New  York,  notwith- 
standing the  virulent  local  opposition  it  has  encountered  in  its  effort  to 
sustain  the  order  and  discipline  of  the  church. 


REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  COUNTRY. 

Whereas :  In  this  solemn  hour  of  our  national  history,  when  its  Govern- 
ment is  coping  with  the  most  formidable  rebellion  known  in  the  annals  of  the 
world,  we  feel  ourselves  bound,  as  a  Christian  body  of  ministers,  to  set  forth 
our  views  upon  its  moral  aspects  and  our  convictions  of  duty  relative  to  it : 
Therefore, 

1.  Resolved,  That  in  the  unanimity  with  which  the  South  have  madly 
rushed  into  this  unprovoked  rebellion,  we  recoonize  a  judicial  blindness 
righteously  visited  upon  them  for  their  sin  in  cherishing  slavery ;  and  that  in  the 
calamity  of  civil  war  which  has  been  brought  upon  us  as  a  people,  periling 
our  national  existence,  we  behold  the  same  retributive  justice  upon  us  for  our 
national  complicity  with  slavery.  In  all  this  we  see  the  culmination  of  our 
folly  in  compromising  with  sin,  and  the  duty  of  humbling  ourselves  under  the 
hand  of  God. 

2.  Resolved,  That  with  equal  clearness  we  see  the  hand  of  God  in  mercy, 
no  less  in  giving  us  in  this  time  of  trial  a  President  whose  integrity  and 
patriotism  command  the  universal  confidence  and  respect  of  the  loyal  people, 
than  in  the  heroic  devotion  of  our  army  and  navy  and  the  victories  which 
have  crowned  their  onward  march. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  hail  as  an  auspicious  era  in  our  annals  the  late 
Message  of  President  Lincoln  to  Congress  and  its  prompt  adoption  by  both 
branches  of  that  body,  wherein  the  sympathy  of  the  Federal  Government  is 
declared  unequivocally  to  be  on  the  side  of  freedom ;  and  with  equal  joy  do 
we  receive  intelligence  of  the  passage  in  the  Senate,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  of 
the  bill  for  abolishing  slavery  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

4.  Resolved,  That  deeply  as  we  deprecate  the  evils  of  civil  war,  we  de- 
voutly pray  that  this  strugojle  may  never  be  ended  by  the  Government  humil- 
iating itself  to  a  compromise  with  this  great  foe  of  God  and  humanity,  by 
which  it  is  assailed ;  and  that  we  look  with  grateful  confidence  upon  the  logic 
of  events  tending  to  the  annihilation  of  the  foul  system  of  human  chattelism, 
which  has  so  long  wounded  our  national  honor,  enfeebled  the  national  Gov- 
ernment, debauched  the  public  conscience,  trammelled  our  religious  enter- 
prises, robbed  and  crushed  millions  of  our  brethren,  and  insulted  God. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  principles  of  Christianity  and  the  economy  of  our 
church  bind  us  to  recognize  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  as,  under 
divine  authority,  the  supreme  law  of  the  land,  and  that  by  all  the  sanctions 
of  our  sacred  office  are  we  bound  to  uphold  the  national  ensign. 

6.  Resolved,  That  we  behold  in  the  tone  of  the  national  Government  and 
in  the  victories  of  our  arms  the  triumph  of  our  principles  which  we  have  ever 
labored  to  enthrone  in  the  public  mind. 

7.  Resolved,  That  we  honor  the  wisdom  and  energy  of  the  leaders  of  our 
army  and  navy,  and  the  endurance  and  bravery  of  our  men,  and  that  we  will 
follow  them  with  our  sympathies  and  prayers,  embalm  the  memory  of  those 
who  fall  in  the  deadly  strife,  and  honor  all  as  their  nation's  pride. 
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8.  Roaohied,  That  we  extend  condolence  to  the  wounded  of  our  army,  and 
the  homes  over  which  the  fortunes  of  war  have  cast  the  shadows  of  bereave- 
ment. ^ 

9.  Resolved,  That  we  are  proud  of  our  own  Commonwealth,  whose  sons,  in 
this  struggle,  as  in  the  one  by  which  our  independence  was  achieved,  have 
been  first  to  shed  their  blood  for  the  country,  whose  chief  Executive,  by 
his  forethought  and  energy,  placed  our  volunteers  in  the  van,  and  crowned 
them  with  the  honor  of  saving  our  national  capital,  and  whose  officers  and 
privates  have  shown  by  their  gallantry  and  devotion  that  there  still  lives  in 
them  the  spirit  of  the  heroes  of  Concord,  Lexington,  and  Bunker  Hill. 

10.  Resolved,  That  while  we  rejoice  in  the  higher  tone  of  moral  sentiment 
which  now  pervades  the  loyal  portion  of  the  country,  we  recognize  a  special 
responsibility  binding  us  to  follow  up  this  signal  advantage,  by  pressing  more 
vigorously  than  ever  upon  the  conscience  of  the.  nation  the  too  unwelcome 
doctrine  that  slavery  is  a  sin,  and  must,  in  order  to  permanent  peace  and 
prosperity,  be  so  treated  in  the  councils  of  the  nation. 


PREACHERS'  AID  SOCIETY. 

Your  Committee  feel  constrained  to  express  great  satisfaction  to  find, 
amidst  the  depression  of  business  and  the  embarrassed  condition  of  many 
of  our  churches,  that  the  wants  of  the  superannuated  preachers  of  this 
Conference,  and  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  preachers,  have  not 
been  overlooked  or  forgotten,  but  that  they  still  have  a  hold  on  the  hearts 
and  sympathies  of  the  people ;  so  that,  wherever  those  wants  have  been 
properly  presented,  there  has  been  a  noble  and  a  generous  response. 

We  rejoice,  too,  that,  by  means  of  this  Society,  the  Conference  is  able  to 
make  some  partial  provision  for  relieving  the  necessities  of  those  venerable 
men,  who,  through  age  or  bodily  infirmities,  have  failed  in  the  work,  and 
who  would,  otherwise,  be  more  heavily  burdened  with  care,  and  oppressed 
with  anxiety  of  mind.  And  yet,  we  believe  that  that  provision  is  far  short 
of  what  it  should  be,  and  of  what  it  would  he,  if  their  real  condition  was  fully 
understood  by  the  whole  church.  We  would,  therefore,  most  respectfully  urge 
again,  upon  every  member  of  the  Conference,  the  duty  of  presenting  their 
case  earnestly,  of  explaining  the  objects  and  operations  of  this  Society  fully 
to  the  people,  and,  either  by  a  public  collection  or  a  private  subscription,  to 
raise  the  whole  amount  that  may  be  apportioned  to  their  several  charges. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  the  same  amount  of  $4,000  be  raised  this 
year,  as  last,  and  that  it  be  apportioned  as  follows:  —  Boston  District,  $1,- 
.500  ;  Lynn  District,  $1,400  ;  Worcester  District,  $600  ;  Springfield  Dis- 
trict, $500.  And  we  would  further  recommend  that  the  Presiding  Elders 
be  instructed  to  lay  this  matter  before  their  several  District  Stewards' 
Meetings,  and  request  them  to  apportion  the  above  sums  among  their  seve- 
ral societies,  according  to  their  respective  abilities. 

And,  finally,  your  Committee  would  recommend  that  all  the  Presiding 
Elders,  with  the  preachers  stationed  in  Boston,  Roxbury,  Chelsea,  Charles- 
town,  Cambridge,  and  Somerville,  be  a  committee,  to  whom  all  applications 
for  aid  shall  be  presented.  •

MINISTERIAL  SUPPORT. 

The  Committee  on  "  Ministerial  Support "  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they 
have  given  their  earnest  attention  to  the  subject  assigned  them,  and  that, 
after  a  full  interchange  of  views,  they  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that  the 
"  financial  plan  "  adopted  two  years  ago,  and  re-affirmed  last  year,  should  be 
continued  without  change,  as,  from  all  we  can  learn,  it  works  as  well  as 
any  other  plan  that  might  be  adopted. 

It  is  flexible,  and  adjusts  itself  to  the  varied  circumstances  of  different 
localities,  and  while  it  carries  home  to  the  heart  of  every  one,  with  all  the 
force  moral  principle  can  impart,  a  full  conviction  of  the  duty  to  support 
the  public  worship  of  Almighty  God,  it  is  free  from  all  well-grounded  objec- 
tions. And  as,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  all  our  people,  no  matter 
what  may  be  their  circumstances,  should  realize  that  pecuniary  support 
of  public  worship  is  a  duty  that  they  should  perform  according  to  the  ability 
God  may  have  given  them,  as  they  would  perfoiBn  any  other  duty,  and  that 
this  duty  should  be  performed  by  rule  —  statedly  and  regularly  —  as  they 
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would  provide  the  necessaries  and  comforts  of  life  for^  their  own  families ; 
and,  as  a  frequent  change  of  plans  would  tend  to  prevent  the  formation  of 
the  hahit  of  performing  this  duty  efficiently,  or  disturb,  unsettle  and  per- 
haps destroy  it,  if  formed,  we  think  that,  as  long  as  it  works  well,  it 
should  not  be  changed.  And  we  would  urge  upon  the  preachers  and 
proper  lay  officers  to  take  special  pains  to  carry  out  the  plan,  in  all  its 
details,  in  all  our  societies. 

And,  with  a  view  to  aid  them  in  this,  we  have  prepared  an  address, 
agreeably  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Committee  of  last  year,  which  we  here- 
•with  present  for  the  consideration  of  the  Conference,  and  recommend  that 
it  be  published  in  tract  form  for  gratuitous  distribution.

CHURCH  AID  SOCIETY. 

The  Committee  submit  in  their  report  the  following  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Managers :  — 

THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  war  has  prevented  many  financial  movements  in  our  churches,  and 
has  cut  off  the  moderate  income  wherewith  we  have  hitherto,  in  a  measure, 
stimulated  the  feebler  churches  in  liquidating  their  debts  and  erecting  edi- 
fices. There  have,  however,  been  several  operations  of  consequence  during 
the  year,  notwithstanding  the  embarrassments  of  the  times.  The  church  at 
Athol,  St.  Paul's  at  Lynn,  the  Central  Church  in  Lowell,  Tremont  Street 
in  Boston,  and  Harvard  Street  in  Cambridge,  have  completed  beautiful 
churches.  While  all  of  these  merit  the  thanks  of  the  Conference  and  their 
brethren  for  their  sacrifices  and  labors,  we  deem  the  movement  at  Cam- 
bridgeport  deserving  of  especial  praise,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  they  had 
but  just  become  settled  in  a  house  which  had  also  risen  from  the  ashes  in  the 
great  financial  revulsion  of  1857,  when  this  church  was  destroyed. 

Apart  from  these  undertakings,  our  churches  have,  generally,  rested  from 
this  class  of  labors.  We  are  happy  to  say  that  the  war  has  not  compelled 
any  church  to  close  its  doors,  or  any  society  to  disband.  When  the  exceed- 
ing feebleness  of  many  of  our  charges,  in  the  best  of  times,  is  considered, 
we  deem  it  an  especial  evidence  of  the  favor  of  God. 

The  whole  amount  of  collections  received  is  $95.08.  Of  this,  we  have 
appropriated  nothing. 

There  are  many  interests  that  loudly  call  for  help  ;  chief  of  these  are  the 
churches  at  Neponset  and  Harvard  Square.  The  church  at  Neponset  has 
had  unusual  difficulties.  Once  a  flourishing  church,  it  became  afflicted  with 
strifes  and  estrangements,  until  it  was  finally  abandoned  and  its  edifice  sold. 
Brother  Bailey  was  sent  there  by  the  Presiding  Elder,  a  year  and  a  half 
ago,  and  has  re-gathered  the  church  and  congregation,  been  blessed  with 
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revivals,  and  the  pleasure  of  the  Lord  has  prospered  in  his  hands.  We 
consider  this  to  be  a  very  deserving  case,  and  trust  that  the  Conference  will 
give  such  an  endorsement  as  will  aid  the  pastor  of  that  church  in  raising  the 
amount  necessary  for  a  new  building.  The  case  of  Harvard  Square  is  of 
more  importance,  relatively  and  prospectively,  though  of  less  immediate  in- 
terest. The  brethren  in  that  section  of  the  city  started  a  church  there  several 
y«ars  since.  It  became  involved  through  difficulties  for  which  it  was  not  to 
blame,  and  ceased  to  live.  Two  years  ago  they  began  again.  They  have  wor- 
shipped in  a  hall,  have  a  fair  congregation,  a  good  Sunday  school,  and 
moderate  prosperity.  They  are  in  great  need  of  a  chapel,  that  the  congre-* 
gation  may  be  regularly  built  up. 

The  corporation  of  Harvard  College  have  generously  offered  to  aid  us, 
by  granting  us  a  lease  of  a  lot  of  land  in  a  very  central  location.  They 
look  upon  the  enterprise  as  favorable  to  the  interests  of  the  University. 
The  brethren  there  are  tot^-lly  unable  to  undertake  this  work  alone.  They 
are  few  in  number  and  moderate  in  circumstances.  To  support  preaching 
at  all,  taxes  their  ability  to  the  utmost.  There  is  no  point,  unoccupied  by 
us,  where  our  presence  is  more  needed,  and  none  that  is  occupied  that  is 
superior  in  importance.  Over  eight  hundred  students  congregate  there 
from  all  parts  of  the  land.  Many  of  them  are  of  Methodist  parentage, 
some  are  members  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  most  have  been  accustomed 
to  frequently  attend  our  meetings  when  at  home. 

We  need  a  church  that  shall  alFord  them  the  religious  influence  they  so 
much  desire.  We  need  it  for  the  large  community  around  it.  The  church 
cannot  flourish  without  a  chapel.  To  build  this,  they  must' be  helped  from 
abroad.  Every  other  evangelical  church  there  has  been  thus  established. 
The  Congregational  Church  was  a  mission  church  for  many  years.  So  were 
■  the  Baj)tist  and  Episcopalian.    Ours  must  be  similarly  supported. 

We  most  heartily  endorse  this  undertaking,  and  trust  that  it  will  have  a 
growing  place  in  your  regards. 

We  are  more  than  ever  convinced  of  the  wisdom  of  such  an  organization 
as  this ;  and,  when  the  war  shall  cease,  and  liberty  everywhere  prevail,  we 
do  not  doubt  that  we  shall,  through  this  Society,  greatly  enlarge  and 
strengthen  the  Church  of  Christ.

Your  Committee  are  sorry  to  say,  the  collections  for  benevolent  objects  the 
past  year  were  not  equal  to  those  of  the  previous  year.  We  tio  not  attribute 
this  falling  off  to  any  want  of  sympathy  in  the  church  for  these  objects,  but 
to  the  depressed  condition  of  business  throughout  the  country. 

The  comparison  of  the  collections  of  last  year  and  those  of  this  will  give 
us  the  decrease.    See  Comparative  Statement,  page  32. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  :  — 

Resolved,  That  while  we  thank  God  that  so  much  has  been  accomplished, 
we  will  urge  upon  our  people  the  importance  of  contributing  regularly  and 
liberally  to  benevolent  purposes,  and  will  secure,  if  possible,  larger  collections 
the  coming  year. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  the  collections  be  taken  in  the  following 
order:  Biblical  Institute,  June ;  Sunday  School  Union,  July;  Church  Aid 
Society,  August ;  Bible  Society,  September ;  Reh'ef  Society,  October ; 
Preachers'  Aid  Society,  November;  New  England  Education  Society,  De- 
cember; Missions,  January;  Tract  Society,  February. 


MEMOIRS. 

Rev.  Moses  A.  Howe,  was  born  in  Thetford,  Yt.,  March  7th,  1810,  and 
died  in  East  Cambridge,  Mass.,*June  27th,  1861,  in  the  o2d  year  of  his  age. 

He  embraced  religion  in  the  nineteenth  year  of  his  age,  and  joined  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  year  following,  1830. 

In  1836,  he  made  his  first  pulpit  effort,  and  joined  the^New  Hampshire 
Conference  in  1839.  He  was  first  stationed  in  East  Sanbornton,  and  subse- 
quently in  Chichester,  Hudson,  Rindge,  Winchester,  Salisbury,  Great  Falls, 
and- Lawrence. 

In  1851,  being  in  feeble  health,  he  located  and  supplied  a  society  at  Quincy 
Point,  Mass.  In  the  following  year,  he  was  readmitted  to  the  New  Eng- 
land Conference,  and  stationed  successively  in  the  following  appointments : 
Ipswich;  Worthen  Street,  Lowell;  North  Russell  Street,  Boston;  Cam- 
bridgeport ;  South  Boston,  and  East  Cambridge. 

In  this  last  appointment,  in  extra  labors,  he  overtaxed  his  feeble  bodily 
powers,  from  which  he  never  recovered,  but  closed  his  pulpit  labors  on  the 
last  Sabbath  of  1860.  From  this  time  he  gradually  declined,  with  a  specious 
and  wasting  consumption. 

During  all  his  illness,  his  wife  —  an  amiable,  intelligent,  and  Christian  lady — 
was  steadily  but  surely  sinking  with  the  same  fatal  disease;  and  in  just  three 
months  after  his  burial,  was  laid  by  his  side  in  the  silent  grave.  He  left  one 
orphan  child,  a  daughter,  in  the  twelfth  year  of  her  age. 

Brother  Howe  was  a  man  of  great  modesty,  and  exceedingly  insignificaRt 
views  of  his  own  abilities  and  usefulness.  He  expressly  requested,  before  his 
death,  that  at  his  funeral  solemnities,  and  before  the  Conference,  whatever 
should  be  said  of  bim  should  be  just  as  simple  and  modest  as  decency  would 
allow. 
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After  his  death,  a  paper  was  found,  written  by  himself  a  few  weeks  before 
in  which  he  says  :  — 

"  When,  in  January,  I  gave  up  all  hope  of  ever  preaching  again,  and  dur- 
ing one  of  my  sleepless  nights  I  turned  my  thoughts  through  my  ministry  of 
twenty-two  years,  I  saw  it  all  so  worthless,  that  I  said  to  myself,  if  I  had 
a  straw  of  the  least  intrinsic  worth,  I  would  not  give  it  for  the  whole  of  my 
ministry  !  Yet,  such  a  view  did  not  atilict  me ;  for  I  turned  instantly  to  look 
at  the  "  stone  "  which  the  builders  rejected,  aiid  behold !  that  appeared  as  I 
never  saw  it  before,  in  majesty  and  greatness.  ...  I  shall  be  satisfied 
when  I  awake  in  his  likeness.    Glory  to  God  in  the  highest." 

Still  later,  June  11th,  he  said :  —  "  My  ministry  looks  as  weak  to  me  as  it 
did  five  months  ago ;  but  the  "  stone  "  is  to  me  as  great  and  firm  as  ever,  if 
not  more  so." 

A  few  days  before  his  death,  he  said  to  his  P.  Elder,  Rev.  W.  H.  Hatch, 
"  I  have  looked  this  matter  all  over,  and  can  trust  all  on  Christ."  As  death 
drew  near,  he  raised  his  hands  in  transport,  exclaiming,  "  Come,  Lord 
Jesus ;  come  quickly,"  and  died  without  a  struggle. 

He  possessed  many  enviable  qualities  of  character,  as  a  man,  a  companion, 
husband,  and  father.  Highly  genial  and  benevolent,  quick  and  active  men- 
tally, with  perceptive  powers  rarely  equalled.  As  a  pastor,  he  was  laborious, 
sympathetic,  and  successful.  As  a  preacher,  he  was  plain,  direct,  brief,  and 
earnest.  Judicious  and  happy  as  a  manager  and  administrator,  he  succeeded 
in  keeping  his  pastoral  charges  umted,  and  making  for  himself  many  friends 
and  few  enemies.  Being  eminently  practical  himself,  as  a  Christian,  he  usu- 
ally cultivated  the  same  trait  among  his  people,  and  led  many  to  Christ,  and 
thus  honored  the  ministry  he  had  received. 

Rev.  B.  F.  Lambord  was  born  in  Boston,  July  22,  1785.  He  was  con- 
verted, at  the  age  of  nineteen  years,  under  the  labors  of  Rev.  Epaphras 
Kibby,  or  Rev.  Peter  Jayne.  He  commenced  preaching  at  the  age  of  twenty 
years.  His  name  is  found  in  the  Minutes  as  admitted  on  trial  in  1806.  His 
first  appointment  was  Readfield  Circuit,  in  the  State  of  Maine,  and  subse- 
quently, Vershire,  Vt. ;  ToUand,  Ct. ;  Sandwich  and  Scituate  Circuit,  Mass., 
,  with  Rev.  Joseph  Snelling ;  Falmouth  Circuit,  with  Rev.  Erastus  Otis ;  Har- 
wich ;  Poplin  and  Salem  Circuit ;  Rhode  Island,  and  Marblehead.  From 
1816  he  became  disconnected  from  the  Conference  for  about  ten  years.  In 
1825  his  name  reappears,  and  he  was  appointed  to  Tolland,  Ct.,  and  subse- 
(juently  to  Mansfield,  Nantucket,  Lowell,  and  Wellfleet.  From  1831  to  1834 
he  travelled  the  Boston  District  as  Presiding  Elder.  Afterwards,  his  ap- 
pointments were,  Weston ;  Weymouth,  Ilingham,  and  Cohasset  Circuit ; 
Newbury;  Gloucester  Parish;  Jenksville  and  Ludlow;  Cabotville;  Marl- 
boro'; Ilopklnton;  and  Concord  Mission.  In  1847  he  took  a  superannuated 
relation,  and  resided  in  Lynn,  Mass. 

One  of  the  marked  traits  in  Brother  Lambord's  character  was  amiability, 
combined  with  decision  and  uniformity  in  the  performance  of  duty.  Nor 
were  his  intellectual  attainments  of  an  inferior  or  common  order :  but  tor 
his  excessive  modesty  he  would  have  been  more  prominent. 
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AiFabllity  and  kindness  distinguished  him  in  all  his  social  relations.  His 
religious  experience  and  life  was  a  happy  illustration  of  the  truth  and  excel- 
lency of  Christianity. 

He  was  an  able  and  faithful  minister  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  with  an  unblem- 
ished reputation  until  the  close  of  his  work  and  life.  The  hard,  self-sacri- 
ficing labors  of  his  early  itinerancy,  and  the  duties  and  toils  of  its  subsequent 
periods,  were  shared  by  this  servant  of  God  (often  with  intense  suffering  of 
bodily  infirmity)  honorable  to  himself  and  the  cause  which  he  served. 

He  was  acceptable  and  useful  in  his  numerous  charges, — the  Holy  Ghost 
sealing  his  ministry  with  conversion  of  sinners  and  edification  of  the  church. 

During  his  long  retirement  from  the  active  ministry,  he  suffered  much  from 
physical  disease  and  mental  depression.  For  many  months,  however,  pre- 
ceding his  departure,  he  clearly  evinced  a  calm,  unshaken  trust  in  the  Friend 
of  sinners,  and  the  possession  of  a  blessed  hope  of  immortality  and  eternal 
life.  His  end  was  peace.  He  died  in  Lynn,  Mass.,  March  19,  1862,  in  the 
seventy-seventh  year  of  his  age.  We  doubt  not  he  has  heard  the  Master's 
voice,  "  Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant ;  enter  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord."

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THE  WESLEYAN  ACADEMY. 

This  Institution  was  opened  under  the  presidency  of  Rev.  Martin  Ruter,  in 
New  Market,  N.  H.,  on  the  15th  of  June,  1818.  The  act  of  incorporation 
passed  the  Legislature,  and  was  approved  by  the  Governor,  June  23,  1818; 
the  first  Trustee  Meeting,  under  that  act,  was  held  July  10  of  the  same  year. 
Dec.  30,  1823,  the  Trustees  voted  to  discontinue  the  school ;  subsequently, 
they  transferred  all  their  movable  assets  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Wesleyan 
Academy  at  Wilbraham,  Mass.  This  body  was  incorporated  by  an  act  of  the 
^Massachusetts  Legislature  on  the  7th  of  February,  1824  ;  and  the  first  Trustee 
Meeting,  under  that  act,  was  held  on  the  19th  of  the  same  month.  Purchases 
of  real  estate,  and  contracts  for  the  erection  of  the  necessary  buildings,  were 
made  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  and  the  school  was  opened  for  the  recep- 
tion of  students  Nov.  8,  1825.  An  address  was  delivered  on  the  occasion  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Fisk,  who  had  been  elected  to  the  superintendence  of  the  institu- 
tion, with  the  title  of  President,  on  the  17th  of  May  preceding. 

The  number  of  students  the  first  term  was  35.  The  number  has  since  sev- 
eral times  exceeded  300  :  the  highest  number,  in  actual  attendance  the  same 
term,  was  in  the  fall  of  1853,  when  there  were  in  attendance  357  students. 
The  aggregate,  by  terms,  was  greatest  in  1854,  when  there  were,  in  the  winter 
term,  303  ;  spring  term,  319  ;  fall  term,  321, —  making  an  aggregate  of  943. 

The  whole  number  of  dilFerent  students,  since  the  commencement  of  the 
school,  is  probably  not  less  than  12,000  ;  average  attendance,  from  150  to  200 ; 
annual  summary  varying  from  200  to  above  600. 

The  total  value  of  assets  at  the  opening  of  the  school  was  about  5,000 
dollars :  soon  after,  by  a  donation  of  property  in  East  Cambridge  from  Col. 
Amos  Binney  of  Boston,  and  by  a  legislative  grant  of  lands  in  Maine,  the 
corporation  became  worth  over  20,000  dollars,  and  subsequently  30,000 ;  at 
which  point  the  inventory  remained  until  recently.  Within  the  last  six 
years,  the  flames  have  destroyed  property  worth  60,000  dollars;  and  yet  a 
recent  inventory  shows  an  aggregate  value  of  property  belonging  to  the  cor- 
poration of  122,800  dollars. 

This  almost  marvellous  accumulation  has  accrued  from  the  following 
sources:  From  insurance,  $28,000  ;  State  aid,  22,000.

The  first  Board  of  Trustees,  named  in  the  act  of  incorporation,  consisted 
of  the  following  gentlemen  :  Col.  Amos  Binney,  Hon.  Abel  Bliss,  Abraham 
Avery,  Esq.,  Rev.  Messrs.  Calvin  Brewer,  Enoch  Mudge,  Joshua  Crowell, 
and  John  Lindsey,  William  Rice,  Esq.,  and  Rev.  Wilbur  Fisk,  D.D.,  —  all 
deceased  except  W.  Rice  and  C.  Brewer.

The  suceess  of  the  institution  has  been,  perhaps  we  may  say,  unparalleled; 
owinjT,  doubtless,  in  the  beginning,  to  the  well-devised  plans  of  its  founder?. 
Dr.  Fisk  —  to  whose  practical  wisdom  the  Institution  is  indebted  more  than  to 
any  other  —  knew  well  what  is  needed  for  the  education  of  those  who  pro- 
pose to  themselves  a  life  of  activity  and  usefulness. 

The  character  of  the  students,  who,  for  the  most  part,  have  resorted  hither, 
has  done  much  in  determining  the  history  of  the  school,  —  these  have  been 
mostly  young  gentlemen  and  ladies  between  eighteen  and  twenty -five 
years  of  age,  acquiring  an  education  by  their  own  efforts,  and  specially  pre- 
paring themselves  for  more  extended  usefulness. 

The  religious  element  has  always  been  prominent  in  tlie  whole  history  of 
the  school,  —  all  the  teachers,  and  a  large  portion  of  the  students,  have  been 
members  of  the  church ;  and  many  of  them  eminently  active  and  efficient  in 
Christian  labors.  The  Institution  is  now  in  circumstances  far  more  favorable 
for  extensive  usefulness  than  at  any  previous  period  of  its  history.  Its  facili- 
,ties  for  an  academic  education  are  not  surpassed,  if  equalled,  by  those  of  any. 
institution  in  the  land.  Let  its  friends  see  that  its  future  efficiency  be  worthy 
of  its  past  history.

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LAW   OF  MASSACHUSETTS    CONCERNING   THE   INCORPORATION  OF 
TRUSTEES  OF  ANY  SOCIETY    OF  THE  M.  E.  CHURCH. 

GENERAL  STATUTES,  CHAPTER  30. 

Section  43.  —  The  trustees  of  any  society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  or  of 
the  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  appointed  according  to  the  discipline  and 
usages  thereof  respectively,  or;  as  such  society  chooses,  may  organize  and  become  a 
corporation,  with  powers,  privileges,  duties,  and  liabilities  of  chapter  sixty-eight,  — 
subject,  however,  to  account  to  the  quarterly  meeting  of  such  society,  according  to 
such  discipline  and  usages.  But  all  powers  derived  from  such  organization  may  be 
revoked  by  the  legislature. 

Sect.  44.  —  Such  trustees  may  receive,  hold,  and  manage,  all  the  property,  both  real 
and  personal,  belonging  to  such  society,  and  sell  and  convey  the  same,  and  hold  in 
trust  gifts,  grants,  bequests,  or  donations,  made  to  such  society  for  the  support  of  pub- 
lic worship  and  other  religious  purposes ;  provided^  that  the  annual  income  thereof, 
exclusive  of  the  meeting-house,  shall  not  exceed  four  thousand  dollars. 

Sect.  45. — The  first  meeting  of  such  trustees  maybe  called  by  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  upon  application  of  three  or  more  of  the  trustee's,  —  at  which  they  may  choose 
a  secretary  and  other  officers.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  in  relation  to  the  warn- 
ing and  organization  of  meetings  of  religious  societies  shall,  so  far  as  the  same  are 
applicable,  be  in  force  in  regard  to  meetings  for  the  organization  of  such  trustees. 
The  secretary,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  be  sworn  to  the 
faithful  discharge  of  the  same,  and  a  record  of  such  oath  shall  be  kept  in  the  records 
of  their  proceedings. 

Sect.  46.  —  An  attested  copy  of  the  record  of  the  proceedings  at  such  organization, 
shall  be  left  with  the  town  or  city  clerk,  and  recorded  within  the  time,  and  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  section  twenty-nine.  If  the  secretary  omits  to  leave  such  copy 
within  the  time  specified,  the  organization  shall  be  void.  ' 

The  following  are  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  relating  "to  the  warning  and 
organization  of  meetings  of  religious  societies," — part  only  of  which  is  applicable  to 
the  meetings  of  the  above  described  trustees  for  organization. 

Sect.  5.  —  Any  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  county  in  which  such  society  may  be, 
upon  application,  in  writing,  by  five  or  more  of  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  may  issue 
his  warrant  directed  to  some  one  of  the  applicants,  stating  the  objects,  and  requiring 
him  to  warn  the  qualified  votei's  of  the  society  to  meet  at  a  time  and  place  appohited 
in  the  warrant ;  and  the  same  may  be  served  by  posting  an  attested  copy  thereof  on 
the  principal  outer  door  of  the  meeting-house,  or  leaving  such  copy  with  or  at  the 
last  and  usual  place  of  abode  of  such  voters,  seven  days  at  least  before  such  meeting; 
and,  upon  due  return  thereof,  the  same  justice,  or  any  other  justice  of  the  peace  for 
the  county,  may  preside  at  the  meeting  for  the  choice  and  qualification  of  a  clei'k, 
who  shall  enter  at  large  upon  the  records  of  the  society  the  proceedings  had  in  the 
organization  thereof;  and  the  society  may  thereupon  proceed  to  choose  a  moderator, 
and  do  such  other  things  as  parishes  are  by  law  authorized  to  do  at  their  annual 
meetings;  provided,  the  subject  matter  thereof  is  inserted  in  the  warrant. 

The  process,  under  this  provision,  hi  warning  and  organizing  the  first  meetings  of 
the  above  described  trustees  is  as  follows :  —  Three  or  more  of  the  trustees  apply,  in 
writing,  to  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  county  in  which  the  society  exists,  requesting 
him  to  issue  a  warrant  for  the  calling  of  the  first  meeting  of  said'trustees  for  organiza- 
tion and  such  other  business  as  is  necessary  to  be  done,  which  business  must  be  stated 
in  the  warrant;  the  justice  of  the  peace  then  issues  his  warrant  directed  to  some  one 
of  the  applicants,  stating  the  objects,  and  requiring  him  to  warn  the  trustees,  individu- 
ally, to  meet  at  a  time  and  place  appointed  in  the  warrant;  the  warning  should  be 
inserted  after  the  warrant,  and  posted  with  it,  or  left  with  it,  as  directed  in  the  above 
section  5*.  At  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  the  justice  of  the  peace  Avho  issued 
the  warrant,  or  some  other  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  same  county,  shall  preside;  the 
person  to  whom  his  waiTant  was  dii-ected  making  due  return  to  the  presiding  justice 
that  such  warrant  and  warning  were  legally  served.  The  trustees  then  proceed  to 
elect  a  clerk,  who  is  to  be  sworn  for  the  fixithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  who  is  to 
record  the  proceedings  as  specified  in  section  5,  and  to  leave  copy  of  record  with  the 
town  or  city  clerk,  as  directed  in  section  29.  After  the  election  of  clerk,^  the  trustees 
may  thereupon  proceed  to  choose  a  moderator  or  president,  elect  other  otticers,  and  do 
such  business  as  is  contained  in  the  warrant. 

The  moderator  or  president,  clerk,  treasurer,  assessors  and  collectors,  shall  be 
elected  by  written  ballot,  and  shall  be  sworn.  —  Sect.  10. 

Futui-e  meetings  of  the  trustees  shall  be  warned  in  the  manner  provided  by  any  by- 
law or  vote  of  the  ti-ustees.  —  Sect.  14.
